Monday December 31. I had a long and particular 
onverſation. with Mr. Mo/ther, I weighed all his

what I did not underſtand; aſked him again and again, 
Do I not miſtake what you ſay ? Is this your Meaning, 
or is it not? So that I think, if Gon has given me

Ms ſoon as I came home, I beſought God to aſſiſt 
me, and not. ſuffer the Blind to go out of the Way. | 
then wrote down what I conceived to be the Differ- 
ence. between us, in the following Words:

that none has any Faith who has ever any Doubt or 
Fear: And 2. That every one who has not ſuch a 
Faith as excludes all Doubt and Fear, ought, till he 
has it, to be „ill; that is, as he explained it, not to 
uſe the Ordinances or Means of Grace, ſo called. He 
alſo expreſsly aſſerted, . 1. That to thoſe who have this 
Faith, . the Ordinances are not Matter of Duty. They 
are not commanded to uſe them: They are free; they 
may uſe them, or they may not: 2. That thoſe who 
have not this Faith, ought not to uſe them, (particu- 
larly not to communicate) Becauſe Gop neither com- 
mands nor de/igns they ſhould (commanding them to 
none, deſigning them only for Believers) And becauſe 
they are not Mea? of Grace, there being no ſuch thing 
as any Means of Grace, but CuRIST only. 

Sunday June 29. I preached on Titus iti. 8. and en- 
deavoured to inforce the Apoſtle's Doctrine, That 
thoſe who hawe believed be careful to maintain good 
Works, The Works I particularly mentioned were; 
Praying, Communicating, ſearching the Scripture : 
Feeding the Hungry, cloathing the Naked, aſſiſting the 
Stranger, and viſiting or relieving thoſe that were ſick 
or in Priſon. Several of the Brethren being met in the 
Evening, Mr. S told them, I had been preach-

Lane, I read (from an Old Book) to this Effect: 
„The Scriptures are Good. Prayer is Good. 
Communicating is Good. Relieving our Neighbour 
is Good. - But to one who is not born of Gop, none 
of thefe are Good, but all very Evil. For him to 
read the Scriptures, or to pray, or to communicate, 
or to do any Outſide Work, is deadly Poiſon. Firſt, 


any of theſe things. For if he does, he deſtroys him- 
ſelf.” f . 
'  Aﬀeer reading this twice or thrice. over, as diſtinctly 
as I could, I'aſk'd, . My Brethren, is this right or 
is it wrong? Mr. B— anſwer' d immediately, It is 
right. It is all right. It is the Truth: And to this 
we muſt all come, or we never can come to CyrI8T.” 

Sunday 20. Itook my Leave of Fetter-Lane, by read- 
ing a Paper, the Subſtance whereof was as follows. 

« You aflert, that there is #o Juftifying Faith, 
where there is ever any Doubt or Fear: | 

And that none ought to uſe what our Church terms 
the Means of Grace, till he has ſuch a Faith as excludes 
all Doubt or Fear. 1 ä 

You have often affirm'd; to ſearch the Scriptures, 
to pray, Or to communicate before we have this Faith, 
is, To ſeek Salvation by Works: And that till theſe 
Works are laid aſide, no Man can receive. Faith. | 
I believe theſe Aſſertions to be flatly contrary to the 
Word of Gop. I have warned you hereof again and 
again, and beſought you to turn back to the Law and 
the Teſtimony. I have borne with you long, hoping 
you would return. But as I find you more and more 
confirm'd in the Error of your Ways, nothing now re- 
mains, but that I ſhould give you up to Gop.” 

Auguſt 8. In my Letter to the Moravian Church, 1 
wrote as follows: 
„ You mix much of Man's Wiſdom with the Wiſ- 


taught by the Letter of Holy Writ, and Philo/ophize 
- on

— — hon 2 alk much, in 
a Manner wholly unſuppo y Scriprare, againſt 
mixing Nature with Grace, againſt Imtyinition, and 
concerning the Animal Spirits, mimicking the Power 
of the HoLY GnosrT. Hence you caution us a | 
Animal Joy, Natural Love of one another, and S 
Love of Gop ; againſt which or any of them, there is 
no one Caution in all the Bible. | 
„ You likewife greatly check Joy in the Hor r 
Gnos r, by ſuch Cautions againſt Senfib/e Comforts as 
have no Tittle of Scripture to fupport them. And your 
Brethren here damp the Zeal of Babes in CIS, talk- 
ing much of Falſe Zeal, and forbidding them to de- 
clare what Gop has done for their Souls. 
_« Laſtly, you undervalue good Works, never pub- 
 lickly refit on the Neceſity of them. And when 
ſome of the Brethren have ſpoken of them, they put 
them on a wrong Foot, viz. 7 you find yoarſolf moved, 
if your Heart is free to it, then reprove, exhort, re- 
lieve. By this Means you put an uncertain, inward 
Motion, in the Place of the Plain, written Word.” 

Thurſday September 3. I met Count Z. Part of our 
Converſation was as follows : | | 
Z. I acknowledge no inherent Perfection. Cur1sT 
is our only Perfection 

W. I believe, the Spirit of Cuxisr works Chriſtian 
Perfection in true Chriſtians. | 

Z. By no means. All our Perfection is in Cnr1sT. 
Faith in the Blood of Cur1sT, is the only Chriſtian 
Perfection. The whole Chriſtian Perfection, is impur- 
ed, not inherent. We are perfect in CurisT. We 
are never perfect in ourſelves. | 
V. Is not then every True Believer Holy? 

Z. Certainly. But he is Holy i= Cnaisr, not is 
himſelf 

V. But are not his Heart and Life Holy? 

Z. Undoubtedly. 

W. Is he not, by Confequence, Holy ix Himſelf ? 

Z. No, no. Only ia Cyzi1sT. He is not Holy 3 
Himſelf. He has no Holineſs at all i» Himſelf. 

. Has he not the Love of Gop and of his Neigh- 
bour in his Heart, yea, and the whole Image of Mey ?

W. You grant as much as I affirm. You own, the 
whole Heart, and the whole Life of a Believer are 
Holy, that he loves Gop with all his Heart, and ſerves ' 


him with all his Strength.

all I mean by Perfection or Chriſtian Holineſs. 

Z. But this is not Holineſs. A Chriſtian is not more 
Holy, when he has more, nor 1% Holy when he has

grow in Holineſs ? 

In no wiſe. The Moment he is juſtified, be is 
anal wholly. And he is neither more nor leſs 
Holy, from that Moment, to his Death.

Z. No, Entire Sanctification and Entire Juſtification 
are in one and the ſame Inftant, and neither of them 
admits either of Increaſe or Decreaſe. 

IF. Bat does not a Believer increaſe (or grow) in the 
Love of Gop? Is he made Perfect in Love, as ſoon as 


he is juſtified ? 


Z. He is. He never increaſes in the Love of Gov. 
He loves Gop intirely at that Moment, as he js in- 


tirely ſanctified.

Hearts. Theſe now ran the Way of his Command 
ments: They performed their Duty to Gov and Man. 

They walked in all the Ordinances of the Logp ; and. 
thro* theſe Meant which he had appointed for that

But Eight or Nine Months ago, certain Men be- 
gan to affirm, that we had 20 Faith at all: That Faith 
admits of 0 Degrees and conſequently weak Faith is 
in truth 20 Faith: That no one is juſtified, who is not 
wholly Pure in Heart, and incapable of any Doubt of 
Fear. 5 | | | 
They affirm'd alſo, © That there is no Commandment 
in the New Teſtament, but to Believe: that no other 
Duty lies upon us; and that when a Man does be- 
lieve, he is not hui or obliged to do any thing which 
is commanded there: In particular, that he is not Sub- 
ject to Ordinances, that is, (as they explain'd it) is not 
bound or obliged, to pray, to communicate, to read or 
hear the Scriptures, but may or may not do any of 
theſe things (being now at Liberty, not in Bandage) ac- 
cording as he is inclined, according as his Heart 15 free 
to it, or not. 3 N 
They farther affirmed, That a Believer cannot uſe 
any of theſe a a Meant of Grace: that indeed there 
is no ſuch thing in the World, as any Means of Grace: 
that an Unbeliever ought nt to w/e them at all, not to 
ray, not to ſearch the Scriptures, or communicate: 
ut to be /?7/7, to leave off theſe Works of the Law, and. 
then he will ſoon receive Faith."

That 
this bold Affirmation is flatly contrary to our Loxp's 
own Words, Whoſaever ſpall break one of the leaf of 
theſe Commandments, ſhall be called leaſt in the King- 
dow of Heaven: for nothing can be more evident, than 
that he here ſpeaks of more than one, of ſeveral Com-

Ey Inſpiration of Gov, I took Occaſion to ſpeak of the 
Ordinances of Gov as they are Means of Grace. 

Altho' this Expreſſion, Means of Grace, be not found” 
in Scripture, yet the Senſe of it undeniably is. For 
Go hath in Scripture ordained Prayer, Reading or 
Hearing, and receiving the Lozp's Supper, as ordinary 
Means of conveying his Grace to Man. And first, 
Prayer. For thus faith the Loxp, A and it all be 
given you. If any Man lack Wiſdom, let him Aft of © 
Gon. Here Gop . plainly ordains Prayer, as the 
Means of receiving whatſoever Grace we want: Parti- 
cularly that Wiſdom from above, which i is the chief 
Fruit of the Grace of Gov. 

Here likewife Gop commands all to pray, who de- 
fire to receive any Grace from him. Here is no Re- 
ſtriction as to Belicuers or Unbelicyers; but leaſt of all 

as to Unbelievers; for ſuch doubtleſs were moſt of thoſe. 
to whom he ſaid, A, and it ſhall be given you. 

We know indeed the Prayer of an Unbeliever is full 
of Sin. And yet it is not loſt. Witneſs that Word, 
Cornalins, t Prayers and thine Alms, are come up for 
a Momorial before Goo. 

Thur/. 26. I ſhew'd, 1. That to fcarch (i. e. read 
and hear) the Scriptures, is a Command of Gop. 2. 
That this Command is given to all, Bolievers or Unbe- | 
lievers. That this is commanded or ordained, as a 
Means of Gr race, a Means of conveying the Grace of 
Gon to all, whether Unbeliewers (ſuch as thoſe to whom

Sat. 28. I ſhew'd at large, That the Loxy's Supper 

was ordained of Gop, to be (ordinarily) a Means of 
conveying to Man, either preventing, or juſtifying, or 
ſanctiſying Grace, according to their ſeveral Neceſſities ; 
and, 2. That the Perſons for whom it was ordained, 
are all thoſe who know and fee/ that they want his 
Grace, either to reſtrain them from Sin, or to rw 
their Sins forgiven, or to renew their Souls in the 
Image of Gov. 

It is now eaſy to ſee, 'wherein the Difference lies 
between the Moravian Doctrine and Ours. | 

They believe and teach, 

1. That CyrIsT has done all which was neceſſary, 
for the Salvation of all Mankind. | 

2. That conſequently, we are to do nothing, as ne- 
ceflary to Salvation, but ſimply to believe in him. 

3. That there is but one Duty now, but one Com- 
mand, viz. To believe in ChRIST. 

4. That CyrisT has taken away all other Com- 
mand and Duties, having wholly aboliſhed the Law : 
That a Believer is therefore ee from the Law, is not 
obliged thereby to do or omit any Thing; it being in- 
eonſiſtent with his Liberty to do any Thing as com- 
manded. ä | 

5. That there is no ſuch thing as Degrees in Faith, 
or weak Faith; ſince he has 20 Faith, who has any 
Doubt or Fear. 

6. That we are /an#ified wholly the Moment we are 
juſtified,” and are neither more nor /:/5 holy to the Day 
of our Death; entire Sancti cation, and entire Juſtifi-

This is ambiguous. ' CRRIS TH has not done all which 
was neceſſary for the abſolute Salvation of all Mankind. 
For notwithſtanding all that CuxIs T has done, he that 
believeth not ſhall be damned. But he has done all 
which was neceſſary for the Conditional Salvation of all 
Mankind ; 7. e. if they believe; for thro' his Merits 
all that, believe to the End with the Faith that work- 
eth by Love, ſhallabe ſaved. . 
2. We are to db nothing as neceſſary to Salvation, 
but ſimply to believe in him.“ ; . 
If we allow the Count's Definition of Faith (Sixteen 
Diſcourſes, p. 57.) viz. The Hiftorical Knowledge of 
this Truth, That CarisT has been a Man, and ſuffered 
. Death for .us, then is this W ee directly ſubver- 
five of the whole Revelation of JesUs CRISTr.

Almoſt every Page in the New Teſtament, proves
